


Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
estimates of U.S. coal production by State. Supple- 
mentary data are usually published monthly in two 
supplements: the Coal Exports and Imports Supple- 
ment and the Domestic Market Supplement. This 
week's Coal Exports and Imports Supplement contains 
detailed monthly data on U.S. coal and coke exports 
and imports. The Domestic Market Supplement 
contains detailed monthly electric utility coal statistics, 
by Census Division and State, for generation, con- 
sumption, stocks, receipts, sulfur content, prices, and 
the origin and destination of coal shipments. This 
supplement also contains summary-level, monthly 
data for all coal-consuming sectors on a quarterly 
basis. 


Preliminaiy coal production data are published 
quarterly, based on production data collected using 
Form EIA-6, "Coal Distribution Report." Based on 
1988 through 1990 data, the coal production estimat- 
ion error for a quarter at the national level (i.e., the 
difference between the sum of the weekly estimates 
for a quarter and the quarterly EIA-6 preliminary 
data) ranges from 1 percent to 4 percent for 1988, 1 
percent . to 2 percent for 1989, and 0.3 percent to 3 
percent for 1990. 


Final coal production data are published annually, 
based on the EIA-7A coal production survey. Based 
on 1988 through 1990 data, the revision error for a 
quarter at the national level (i.e., the difference 
between the EIA-6 preliminary data and the EIA-7A 
final data) ranges from 0.02 percent to 0.08 percent 
for 1988, 0.09 percent to 0.14 percent for 1989, and 
0.01 percent to 0.05 percent for 1990.

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended September 28, 
1991, as estimated by the Energy Information 
Administration, totaled 20 million short tons. This 
was about the same as in tire previous week and in 
the comparable week in 1990. Production east of the 
Mississippi River totaled 12 million short tons, and 
production west of the Mississippi River totaled 8 
million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in July 1991 totaled 10 million short 
tons, about 10 percent more than in July 1990. Total 
coal exports from January through July 1991 were 59 
million short tons, slightly less than in the same 
period in 1990. The value of U.S. coal exports in the 
first 7 months of 1991 was $2.5 billion, based on an 
average price of $43.29 per short ton. 

Steam coal exports for January through July 1991 
were 22 million short tons, almost the same as a year 
earlier. The amount exported to Canada was 56 
percent lower than in the first 7 months of 1990. By 


contrast, steam coal exports to most European destina- 
tions were higher than a year ago. The largest 
tonnage increases were to the Netherlands and Italy. 
In Asia, a rise in steam coal exports to Japan offset 
a decrease in shipments to Taiwan. 

Metallurgical coal exports in the first 7 months of 
1991 totaled 37 million short tons, slightly below the 
amount in the corresponding period in 1990. The 
largest tonnage increases were to the United Kiitgdom 
and Brazil. The largest tonnage decreases were to 
Italy, Japan, and Romania. 

U.S. coal Imports from January through July 1991 
totaled 2 million short tons. This was 25 percent 
more than in the same period in 1990. About 54 
percent of the imported coal was from Colombia. 
Canada and Venezuela accounted for most of the 
balance. Based on an average price of $34.02 per 
short ton, total coal imports during the first 7 months 
of 1991 were valued at $69 million.
